Camping out is usually a summer occupation, but 
sixth graders at East Jordan Middle School take 
exception to that. 

That’s because they experience the great outdoors 
ina very special way, rightin the middle of the winter, 
through a trip to Camp Daggett. 

Deep in the quiet woods, on the edge of Walloon 
Lake, the students are guided through group activities 
by team leaders from Science and Environmental 
Education (SEE) North. SEE-North was established 
in 1986 to improve and enhance science and environ- 
mental education innorthem Michigan. Funded largely 
by the Mathematics and Science Centers Program 
administered by the state legislature, the non-profit 
organization also receives financial support from the 
Kellogg Foundation, the Michigan DNR and Little 
Traverse Conservancy. 

The residential program that the EJMS students 
attend is just one of many programs SEE-Northoffers 
to the community. Age appropriate activities are 
offered year round for K-12 students. 

For teachers, SEE-North offers one day confer- 
ences, in-service workshops and a course in science 
education that carries graduate credit. A resource and 
materials library is also maintained, including equip- 
ment and references teachers can borrow for use in 
class. 

Community residents are offered evening classes 
and field trips. Just as for students, hands-on experi- 
ences are emphasized. 

The EJ students definitely have their hands on 
nature and science during their three days at Camp 
Daggett.

Under the school fi- 
nance reform plans that 
were recently passed by 
the state legislature, 24 
mills of property tax will 
be levied for school op- 
eration. Those who own 
and occupy a homestead 
will be exempt from a 
portion of this 24-mill 
school levy. 

However, in order to 
qualify for this exemp- 
tion, they must file a form 
called “Affidavit for 
Homestead Exemption 
from Some Portion of 
Your School Property 
Taxes” with the local 
governmental unit by 
March 1. 

Antrim County Equal- 
ization Director Daniel 
Bolle announced that the 
affidavit forms will be 
mailed out this week to 
property owners in the 
county. The forms have 
the property owner’s 


name and the parcel iden- 
tification code number 
preprinted on them. 
These forms are to be re- 
turned to the Antrim 
County Equalization De- 
partment, P.O. Box.541, 
Bellaire, MI 49615, no 
later than March 1. 


“These forms are only 
to be filed on property 
that is your primary resi- 
dence.

properties as homesteads.

close at hand for exploration. 

The experiences elicit an enthusiasm 
forleaming that’s not always present in 
traditional school surroundings. 

The kids like it a lot. 

“My favorite was the wolf howl” 
says Sara Sweet. In the cold darkness of 
their first night at Camp Daggett, the 
Students learned what it was like to try 
finding your alpha wolf and the rest of 
the pack. 

“It was so dark, I thought I'd get lost 
for sure,” says Sara’s friend, Katrina 
Kamradt. Katrina liked the snow ice 
cream. This confection of snow mixed 
with vanilla and whipping cream was 
pronounced to be a lotlike a milk shake.

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Ellsworth teacher demonstrates winning methods

Nancy Ferguson has 
found a way to getaround 
that age-old teacher’s 
problem of how to make 
alesson interesting to her 
students. 

She has them dance! 

Ferguson, a 22-year 
veteran of Ellsworth 
Community Schools, has 
a knack with rhythm and 
music that she uses to the 
advantage of her foreign 
language and physical 
education classes. 

She even gets her sev- 
enth grade English stu- 
dents dancing in the aisles 
ofhercolorful classroom. 

Ferguson always en- 
joyed dancing. She saw 
how it could be used to 
enhance foreign language 
lessons at Central Michi- 
gan University many 
years ago. She and her 
students were attending a 
statewide Foreign Lan- 
guage Day there, a cel- 
ebration of student efforts 
in learning other lan- 
guages. 

A mix of skits, songs, 
poetry, vocabulary bees 
and dancing, students are 
in competition, rated for 
their performances. The 
language days enhance 
local programs by offer- 
ing exposure tO many 
other students and their 
activities. 

After the trip to CMU, 
Ferguson sought out 
dance instructor Mary 


Clark of Traverse City 
and began to learn the 
many styles ofdance. One 
of the special dances 
Ferguson learned was 
Polynesian tinikling. 
Tinikling involves per- 
forming a series of steps 
betweén and around two 
wooden posts that are 
constantly beat on the 
floor and against each 
other. 

Tinikling is very popu- 
lar with students of all 
ages. Ferguson begins 
teaching the steps to her 
young elementary PEstu- 
dents several years be- 
fore they ever use the ac- 
tual posts. Then when 
they are older, they are 
able to easily apply the 
steps with the posts. 

“Boys really like the 
tinikling, because it is a 
very active, physical form 
of dance,” Ferguson ex- 
plained. 

Anumber of years ago, 
northern Michigan for- 
eign language teachers 
organized their own as- 
sociation, including 
teachers from the 
Cadillac area north. 
Ferguson serves as presi- 
dent of the group, which 
sponsors a Foreign Lan- 
guage Day every spring 
at Interlochen. 


Preparing for Foreign 
Language Day is one of 
the highlights of the year 
for Ferguson and her stu- 
dents. They have devel- 
oped many dances, often 
based on folk dances,

with skits incorporated 
into the performance. 

Quite often, Ellsworth 
dances are winning 
dances, but in more than 
just competition. They 
win the students over be- 
cause they are entertain- 
ing, informative and fun. 

One such dance is 
“Bistringue.” It is a 
French-Canadian lum- 
berjack song that allows 
high school boys to play 
barrel-chested, deep- 
voiced men of the woods 
while the girls flirt and 
giggle. 

While all very tongue- 
in-cheek, serious learn- 
ing goes on as students 
sing and speak in the lan- 
guage, telling jokes and 
entertaining the audience. 

To keep track of the 
many dances she teaches, 
Ferguson has developed 
a way of adapting the 
dances to the written 
word. She “maps” out the 
dance, word by word, step 
by step, and has found 
this helps her teach the 
dance to any audience. 

In October, she tried 
this method out on for-

Intermediate Lake has 
shown ups and downs with walleye activity. 

Hey, what has happened to Lake Charlevoix forany 
walleye? For days now I have been trying to get a 
report on the walleye and I can’t even get a mention. 

Lake trout action on Lake Charlevoix is still re- 
ported as fair with a few bonus whitefish as well off 
of Hemmingway Point. Brown trout are slowing 
down in the Ironton narrows area. Perch have been 
taken around the Holy Island part of the South Arm, 
however they aren’t jumbo by any stretch. 

While the general mood of the fish and fishing is 
improving, it is still hard to get good information just 
due to the small number of fishermen out on the ice. 
Guys, (and gals) don’t turn into couch potato’s just 
because of a bit of colder than normal weather.

PROPOSAL A 

A Proposal to increase the state sales and use tax rates from 4% to 6%, limit annual increases in 
property tax assessments, exempt school operating millages from uniform taxation requirement and 
require 3/4 vote of legislature to exceed statutorily established school operating millage rates 

The Proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1) Limit annual assessment increase for each property parcel to 5% orinflation rate, whichever is less. 
When property is sold or transferred, adjust assessment to current value. 

2) Increase the sales/use tax. Dedicate additional revenue to schools. 

3) Exempt school operating millages from uniform taxation requirements. 

4) Require 3/4 vote of legislature to exceed school operating millage rates. 

5) Activate laws raising additional school revenues through taxation including partial restoration of 
property tax. 

6) Nullify alternative laws raising school revenues through taxation including an increase in income 
tax, personal tax exemption increase and partial restoration of property taxes. 

Should this proposal be adopted?
